NEW YORK, May 3.—(#)— 
Margaret Mitchell’s “Gone With 
the Wind,” the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch and the Broadway far- 
cical comedy “You Can’t Take It 
With You,” received Pulitzer 
awards tonight for excellence in 
letters and American journalism. 

The committee, ignoring dra- 
matic stories of the Spanish war, 
one of the most bitter campaigns 
in American political history, and 
the rumbling of disturbed interna- 
tional politics, split the annual 
prize for distinguished examples 
of newspaper reporting among 
five science editors. 

The major awards were $1,000 
each for distinguished reporting 
(divided among recipients), novel, 
play, history, biography and verse, 
with $500 each for newspaper 
service, foreign or Washington 
correspondents; editorial writing 
and cartooning. 

Announcing the awards at the 
annual dinner of Columbia Uni- 
versity’s School of Journalism to- 
night, the committee said “The 
disinterested and meritorious pub- 
lic service” for which the Post- 
Dispatch was honored was the 
exposure of wholesale registration 
frauds in St. Louis. 

The award for the best histori- 
cal work went to Van Wycks 
Brooks for his “Flowering of New 
England,” and the prize for the 
distinguished American biography, 
“Teaching Patriotic and Unselfish 
Services to the People,” to Allan 
Nevins for his “Hamilton Fish, the 
Inner History of the Grant Ad- 
ministration.” 

Choice of Critics. 


The winning novel—general 
choice of most book critics since 
it became an outstanding best 
seller—is Miss Mitchell’s descrip- 
tion of Civil War and reconstruc- 
tion around Atlanta. 

Moss Hart shared with George 
S. Kaufman, a previous Pulitzer 
winner, the writing of “You Can’t 
Take It With You,” whose lines 
preach a philosophy of doing the 
thing people enjoy doing most— 
no matter what happens. 

The poetry award was given to 
Robert Frost for his “A Further 
Range.” 

The best newspaper carton, the 
committee decided, was one by C. 
D. Batchelor, of the New York 
Daily News, entitled “(Come On In, 
I'll Treat You Right. I Used to 
Know Your Daddy.” It depicted an 
alluring woman tagged “war” 
standing in a doorway.

Georgia has spent so little on 
education for its children that the 
state ranks low among its sister 
states in the nation in the matter 
of education. Particularly does ru- 
ral education need to be improved 
and assisted.

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PAY POLL TAX—AND VOTE! 

No election held in Georgia in the last half 
century has had the vital bearing on the future 
welfare of the state as the constitutional 
amendments referendum and the repeal issue 
election set for June 8. 

If there ever was an election in Georgia in 
which a full and representative vote should be 
cast, it is this election. 

And yet, under the rulés and regulations 
prescribed for the voting, there is danger that 
thousands of voters will be disfranchised mere- 
ly because they have failed to pay their 1936 
poll tax. 3 

Attorney General Yeomans cites that every 
voter who was on the registration list for last 
year’s election is qualified to exercise his right 
of franchise on June 8, provided only that his 
poli tax, amounting to $1, is paid for 1936. It 
is reported that thousands of voters have failed 
to pay this inconsequential sum. Unless they 
do so before June 1 they will be disfranchised. 

This poll tax was due on December 20 last. 
After midnight of that date it became techni- 
cally delinquent. It can be paid any time up 
to June 1, and the voter will then be fully 
qualified to vote on June 8. 

Those who voted last year had paid their 
poll taxes through 1935, or else they could not 
have registered. Therefore they have no back 
poll taxes to pay and the cost of a ballot for 
the coming election is only $1, the poll tax for 
1936. 

The number who have not yet paid their 
1936 poll tax is estimated by some authorities 
at 80 per cent, but this is probably an over- 
estimate. That there is a large number, how- 
ever, is certain. Many Georgians, undoubtedly 
through carelessness, have overlooked payment 
of this tax. 

Fortunately, there is still ample time for 
payment. The deadline has been set at June 1. 
That will give the election authorities time to 
purge the 1935 lists before the actual day of 
the election, June 8. 

Among the constitutional amendments to be 
voted on at this vitally important election are 
those which permit Georgia to participate in 
the social security benefits from the federal 
government—the old-age pensions, aid to the 
blind, the children, the helpless, the unem-~- 
ployed—which were leading issues in the state 
election last fall. 

Also will be decided the question of repeal 
of the prohibition laws and the substitution 
therefor of a system of state control and local 
option. . 

Certainly, the man or woman who, for fail- 
ure to pay a $1 poll tax, tosses away the right 
to vote in such an election, sacrifices the right 
to criticize governmental conditions to which 
he or she may object. 

Every voter who has not already done so 
should pay his or her poll tax that was due 
last December, today, before again forgetting. 
THE HOLLYWOOD STRIKE 


The mass walkout of the motion picture in- 
dustry presents an unusual situation on the 
labor front. Should the approximately 10,000 
union employes of the Hollywood studios stay 
out on strike, they would find themselves in a 
unique position. 

Even shuuld they tie up the nation’s pro- 
duction of movies, the public would be little 
affected. Their stock in trade, though it has 
become an appreciable part of the life of every 
American, is by no means a necessity, and the 
only hardship their striking can bring will be 
on those people who depend directly on motion 
picture production for « livelihood. 

And even then, they would have to hold 
picture production to a minimum for many 
months before any picture houses would feel 
the pinch. Every large studio has thousands 
of cans of pictures that have never been cir- 
culated, and there are many more thousands 
of pictures which have played only in limited 
‘sections of the country. With careful bookings, 
the nation’s motion picture houses should be 
able to operate with fresh programs for at least 
a year, even with the production of new pic- 
tures at a standstill. 

Their strike threat holds dire implications 


enly for their employers, the studios,-who rely

on a constant output of new movies to keep 


the money flowing into California—and for 
themselves, for a shutdown of studios would 
leave them unemployed with no immediately 
serious damage to the studios.

QUEEN SWEET POTATO 
(From the Savannah Morning News.) 
King Cotton, long.the cash crop of southern 


agriculture, often manhandled by world economic, 


conditions and now threatened by increasing pro- 
duction in Brazil and other countries, appears far 
from abdication, but the year may be coming 
when he will share his throne with a queen, 
says an Associated Press dispatch from Laurel. 
Miss. The sweet potato is suggested as the pro- 
spective queen, although there is a divergence 
of opinion among southern planters as to what 
member of the vegetable kingdom will edge onto 
the throne. Tobacco already has attained a 
strong position, but just now the sweet potato is 
crowding forward anc commanding attention. 
Three years ago the Federa! Relief Adminis- 
tration, interested in developing an agricultural 
industry, allotted $150,000 for ‘construction, 
equipment and operation of a plant to manufac- 
ture commercial starch from sweet potatoes. The 
plant, set up in an abandoned sawmill, produced 
140,000 pounds of starch the first year at a cost, 
including raw materials, of 13 cents a pound, Cost 
was reduced to 10 cents a pound in 1935° with 
production of 250,000. Manufacturing involved a 
rather complicated chemical process in order to 
produce a white starch. Then a chemist dis- 
covered that a better product could be obtained 
by merely adding concentrated lime water to the 


sweet potatoes as they were cut. The 1936 manu- 


facturing cost of 420,000 pounds was reduced to 
3 cents a pound. 

Henry G. Knight, chief of the United States 
Bureau of Chemistry and Soils, is authority for 
the statement that the United States uses about 
250,000 million pounds of root starch annually, 
most of which is imported, made from cassava, a 
tropical plant. Practically all the 800,000 pounds 
of cereal starch consumed is produced domesti-

At the capitol, also, Mr. Garner has been plugging in his own 
ar way, for the 10 per cent cut as embodied in the Byrnes reso- 
ution.

He asked this question of candidates for the 
committee appointment so often that it still survives in the minds 
of the house members: “Are you in favor of cutting appropria- 
tions and balancing the budget and will you vote to do so?” Any- 
one who hedged on the question had no chance of getting ap- 
pointed to the choicest committee spot. 

Also, back in the days when Garner could talk, he told friends 
his father started him out in life with this single admonition: 

“Tell the truth, always be a gentleman, save more money than 
you spend, and you'll have no worries.” He has lived by his 
father’s advice, and developed a strong personal objection to the 
new American custom of writing checks for everybody. He says: 

“You can’t save money as long as you write checks.” 


NOTE Garner and other old-timers who had pre-New Deal ex- 

perience with government finance are really worried 
about the trend of the budget, actually consider it increasingly 
“dangerous,” if not “alarming.” : 


REBELLION Mr. R.’s government reorganization scheme is not 
getting headlines, but it is involved in just as close 
@ personal fight as the supreme court issue. ; 

The situation changes rapidly, but best thought at present is 
that the reorganization recommendations will be split four ways. 
This means four different bills will be presented. Leaders de- 
cided to cut it up because, if all the ideas were consolidated in one 
bill, the whole program would be defeated overwhelmingly. This 
way they may save some of it. Here is what they have in mind: 


COMPROMISE Bill No. 1—Will extend the civil service to such 

agencies as Postmaster General Farley thinks 
have the proper New Deal complexion. This bill will tend to per- 
petuate the Farley dynasty and probably will pass. 

Bill No, 2—Will give Mr. R. authority to set up two new de- 
partments and reshuffle government departments as he may desire 
—but it will have this joker: The Intrestate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the Federal Trade Commission will be kept directly un- 
der congress and independent of any cabinet members, or the Pres- 
ident. Furthermore, the Board of Rivers and Harbors will be kept 
where it is, in the War Department. (This is to keep Mr. Ickes 
from getting control.of rivers and harbors work.) 

Bill No. 3—The comptroller general will remain independent of 
the Treasury Department, just as he now is. He may be given 
some other title, possibly that of financial hat checker, but Mr. 
Roosevelt will not get control over him. This is definite. (Con- 
gressmen never liked Comptroller General McCar! because he quib- 
bled a lot about whether a man slept in an upper or lower berth 
or whether he should have charged the government for a pair of 
half-soles instead of a taxi, but he did a goo? job and they want 
another like him.) 

Bill No. 4—This will give Mr. R. the authority and money to 
hire six new assistants. It is the one proposition which go through 
congress whooping. 

NO HELP The political weakness of Mr. R.’s cabinet has never 

_ before mourned as much inside as during this supreme 
court packing contest. In the old days cabineteers generally con- 
trolled their state delegations in congress, to-wit: Mellon and the 
Pennsylvania delegation.

“The burlesque company con- 
sisted of an assortment of meat 
and a few ignorant degenerates to 
play up to it.

Dogwood Farm was near Charles- 
ton you’d probably have to pay 
money to get in. Not that it makes 
any claims to equality with’ the 
famous gardens there, but it is 
quite a place in its own right and 
if it is worth two bucks to visit a 
garden in Charleston it is at least 
worth half a dollar to stroll ’round 
the resily beautiful place Jake has 
created a few miles out of Decatur. 
The Dogwood Farm is not com- 
plete, evidently. It is still in pro- 
cess of creation but it is already 
fascinatingly beautiful and when 
it is just as Sheriff Jake would 
have it, it will compare with any 
garden in the country. As it is 
it is worth anyone’s time and gaso- 
line to drive out and = stroll 
through. 

It is open every Sunday, you 
know, free of charge. And that in- 
cludes the two houses on the place, 
the old log house and the new 
stone residence. They are both 
packed full of some of the most 
fascinating antique museum pieces 
you ever saw. 

Winding walks with great flat 
rocks for steps, borders of iris 
and verbena and giant poppies and 
tulips and thrift and all manner of 
blossoms are in glory now. The 
dogwood itself, of course, is about 
over.

So modern burlesque stripped 
the women naked and the come- 
dians have resorted to dialog and 
situations that would gag the devil 
himself and that is the industry 
which today has the effrontery to 
demand legal rights and to plead 
the plight of the unhappy teasers 


who will be thrown out of work.

Under the direction of T. O. Gal- 
loway, project manager, the mo- 
torcade will inspect the 15,000 
acres thus far improved. Repre- 
sentatives will come from conser- 
vation projects at Athens, Ameri- 
cus, LaGrange and Rome, the 
other four areas in the state. 

The tour is sponsored by the 
county affairs committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

More than 1,000,000 trees and 
shrubs have been planted since the 
projects were begun 20 months 
ago, and hundreds of acres have 
been sown in the proper cover 
crops to demonstrate the best of 
modern methods for soil conserva- 
tion.

Declaring grand juries too often 
return murder indictments when 
evidence substantiates nothing 
more than voluntary manslaugh- 
ter, Judge John D. Humphries in 
his charge to the May-June jury 
yesterday recommended they re- 
turn fewer bills charging the capi- 
tal offense. 

Each homicide case should be 
carefully studied, the judge con- 
tinued, and if nothing more than 
mansiaughter is indicated the in- 
dictment should charge man- 
Slaughter and not murder. 

‘The high number of murder in- 
dictments returned each year by 
Fulton grand juries hurt the repu- 
tation of the community, slow the 
working of the court and cost the 
county additional money as extra 
jurors must be impaneled as many 
are disqualified in capital trials, 
he said. 

Appeal Fruitless, 

But, despite the judge’s appeal 
for fewer murder and more man- 
Slaughter indictments, the new 
jury returred five murder indict- 
ments at their first session. Six- 
teen true and one no bill were 
returned yesterday. 

Referring to a reduction in num- 
ber of indictments last year over 
preceding years, Judge Humphries 
said, “the reduction in number 
mean a reduction in 
crime, but means that grand juries 
are co-operating with the courts 
and have not considered misde- 
meanor cases, allowing them to go 
directly to the courts.” 

Defends Parole System. 

The judge defended the parole 
and pardon system, saying only 
comparatively few granted mercy 
ever violate the confidence placed 
in them. 

“It is the certainty of punish- 
ment and not the’ severity that 
helps decrease crime,” he declared, 
“and fundamentally it is the men- 
tal and spiritual attitude of the 
people that controls the crime sit- 
uation.”

Now to require a unanimous: 
vote of the supreme court or a 
7-to-2 vote or a 6-to-3 vote before 
an act of congress is declared in- 
valid would be an_ interference 
with “judicial power” and, hence, 
to bring it about, the Constitution 
itself would have to be amended. 
The Usurpers will not wish to 
do this, as they would probably 
meet defeat on it, for the states 
would lose their identity if they 
surrendered to the supremacy of 
congress. 

But to take away the jurisdic- 
tion of the lower federal courts, 
to narrow the cases in which such 
courts can pass on constitution- 
ality, would require only a ma- 
jority of vote of congress. This is 
because the lower courts at the 
time the constittuion was written 
were not such an integral part of 
our judicial system as they are to- 
day. Also flexibility was needed 
to provide for increase in the 
number of lower courts from time 
to time to take care of the growth 
of the country and the increase in 
litigation. So the power to estab- 
lish lower courts was left by the 
constitution with congress. 

Mere Act of Congress. 

By act of congress, the lower 
courts could thus be _ abolished. 
Constitutional questions would 
then have to be passed upon by 
the supreme court of the United 
States. It would have to take tes- 
lumony and act like a trial court 
instead of simply as an appeals 
body. This would harass and 
frustrate judicial . procedure, but 
the supreme court would still have 
the right to pass on constitutional 
questions, if the citizen could 
frame an issue.so as to get a case 
before the highest court. 

In this manner, it. would not be 
the power of the supreme court 
that would be curtailed, but the 
opportunities of the citizen to get 
a test of the validity of laws be- 
lieved to be unconstitttional. 

But even granting all this as 
feasible, then comes the question 
of what shall happen with respect 
to acts of state legislatures that 
violate the federal constitution? 
Unless the supreme court stood 
in the way, any state legislature 
could abolish freedom of speech 
or freedom of the press or freedom 
of religious worship. The judges in 
state courts are specifically re- 
quired by the words of the fed- 
eral constitution to respect that 
constitution no matter what is 
written in any state constitution. 

For many years in our history, 
in fact ‘up to 1870, few constitu- 
tional questions came to the su- 
preme court through the federal 
courts. It was mostly through 
state courts. It was a confusing 
condition of affairs because a 
lower court in a given state might 
decide one way and a court in an- 
other state ruling on a similar 
question might rule the other way 
and there was little uniformity. It 
was to cure this situation that the 
federal courts were given more 
powers of jurisdiction by con- 
gress. | 
Undermines System. — 

To take away these powers now 
merely to prevent the cifizens 
from having what they deem to 
be oppressive laws tested is to 
begin to undermine the whole ju- 
dicial system. 

The average man who isn’t fa- 
miliar with legal questions hears 
over the radio and reads harangues 
from usurpers who insist that the 
judicial system is the “friend of 
the rich,” not the poor, and that 
the constitution was made to be 
set aside anyway when people 
were starving and in distress. It’s 
again the argument that the “will 
of the people” as interpreted by 
the person with the loudest voice 
or the most persuasive line of 
demagoguery should be the justi-

RESPONSES TO TAKE-OUT 
| DOUBLES, 

When one defender has made a 
takeout double, his partner is ex- 
pected to respond by bidding his 
best suit. Unless released by an 
intervening bid he must_not pass 
{except with great strength in the 
opponents’ suit), no matter how 
weak his hand is. The weaker the 
hand, the greater the necessity for 
taking out the double. 

When the opponent bids over 
partner’s take-out double, a pass 
is in order with a weak hand and 
a bid should be made only when 
holding some strength. A bid made 
over an intervening bid is, there- 
fore, a free response. 

TODAY’S HAND.

‘seemed to declarer almost a sure 
thing that East must have the 
‘spade king as the only compen- 
‘sating honor for his miserable club 
‘bid. Thus, instead of blindly fin- 
‘essing against the spade king for 
the thirteenth trick, South deter- 
mined to squeeze East between 
clubs and spades. 

The club ace took the queen, 
and five rounds of hearts follow- 
ed, declarer discarding two clubs 
and a spade. The diamond suit 
then was run off until South was 
reduced to the spade queen and 
the club jack. East, of course, had 
held on to his club king and, with 
only one other card left, declarer 
felt morally certain that the other 
was the spade king. So he led the 
queen to the ace and expectantly 
watched for the fall of the king. 
For all I know, he still is watch- 
ing! 

When it developed that West. 
not East, had held the vital king 
of spades and that a simple papa- 
mamma finesse would have ful- 
filled the contract, South’s feelings 
can be better imagined than de- 
scribed.

STRETCH YOUR WAISTLINE 
SLIM. 

There is a limit to your waist- 
line—25 inches of waist to five 
feet of height, with one-half inch 
more waist for every additional 
inch of height, and any more waist 
is too much for symmetry. 

Moreover, excess waistline 
inches have a cruel way of add- 
ing years to the appearance. The 
young figure is flexible and slim 
with the waistline clearly defined. 
The old figure owes its age not 
so much to padded shoulders and 
heavy hips as to a bulging waist- 
line. 

When this middle measurement 
begins to expand, it’s a sign you 
are getting too little physical ac- 
tivity—not that you are getting 
old. You can’t expect to have 
a youthful figure unless you con- 
tinue the exercise that makes for 
youthful figures, and you will 
have to twist, bend and stretch to 
keep slim.

Try this exercise with rhythm; 
you'll like it. 


Of course you will groan at 
the idea of planned exercise, but 
not for long! There is nothing 
like waistline exercise to make 
you feel tops. You'll even breathe 
easier!

EXERCISE I. 

Position—Lie flat on the back 
on the floor, arms _ stretched 
straight out on floor above head, 
and feet stretching downward.

_ Movement—Hold the feet to- 
gether and raise them a few 
inches off the floor. Then with

the back still flat and the arms 
stretched overhead, swing the 
feet first to the extreme left and 
then to the extreme right.

While going through 
the movements try to have the 
back and stomach as flat as you 
can get them. Gradually increase 
the time given to this exercise. 
EXERCISE II. 
Position—Stand with feet to- 
gether, arms flung overhead. 
Movement—Pivot on the waist, 
bending the trunk sharply to the 
left, to the front, around to the 
right and back and to the left 
again, Pause for a moment and 
repeat the rotation. Hold the hips 
facing squarely to the front during 
the exercise. 
EXERCISE III. 
Position—Stand with the feet 
wide apart, elbows turned out and 
fingers interlaced so that palms 
of hands are to the floor. 
Movement—Contracting the ab- 
dominal muscles so that the low- 
er wall is quite flat, bend over to 
‘touch the clasped hands, palms 
down, to the floor at the side of 
‘the left foot. From this position 
swing over and touch the palms 
to the side of the right foot. Stand 
erect and relax, then repeat the 
exercise five times. Try to make 
'all the movements rhythmical and 
‘you will enjoy the exercise more.

FREEDOM OF THE BELLY. 

I hope the first galoot who 
breaks his neck trying to turn, an 
air spring sues the dictionary peo- 
ple for defining somersault as a 
leap in which a person turns heels 
over head forward or backward 
without touching theg round with 
any portion of the body.

Monday. That is. marketing day in 
Guernica, when it is certain that 
the women with their children 
around them will be in the streets, 
in the market center of the town. 
First, small parties of airplanes 
threw heavy bombs and hand 
grenades all over the town, choos- 
ing area after area, in the most 
orderly fashion. The bombs tore 
holes 25 feet deep and brought 
down buildings over the heads of 
their inhabitants. 

As the population scattered in 
panic the planes swooped low and 
opened machine gun fire on the 
running people, whether they were 
men or women or children. Even 
a herd of sheep coming to market 
was mowed off the face of the 
earth. As the people dove into 
cellars and under shelter the 
planes again flew high and drop- 
ped incendiary bombs, and the vil- 
lage flared with fire. And in the 
midst of this carnage men aloft 
saw priests kneeling by the dead 
and dying, administering extreme 
unction. Those fleeing were- ma- 
chine-gunned along the roads— 
women and children. ; 

Good God! The game laws of 
most of our states prohibit the 
shooting of birds from airplanes. 
It is unsportsmanlike. Guernica 
had no anti-aircraft guns. The 
democratic nations do not believe 
in “intervention.” Instead we sell 
copper to Germany and oil to 
Italy! 


This is Fascist warfare. I mean 
Fascist. There has been terror on 
both sides of this war. This is a 
civil war, and a war of terror. But 
I have watched the dispatches as 
they have come across the cable 
desks and there is no record of 
the Loyalists bombing civilians. If 
they did there is no record. There 
is an inhuman logic in this tech- 
nique. One defeats the soldiers 
at the front, not by blowing out 
their hearts, but. by breaking their 
hearts. For what do men fight? 
For their wives and their chil- 
dren. But if the wives and the 
children are to be sacrificed will 
they not submit? It is the psychol- 
ogy of the kidnaper to whom _the 
victim cries, “Give me my child 
alive and I will do anything!” 


Ah, but that is not what the 
men of the Basque country have 
said! This morning—I write. on 
Thursday—a cry goes up from 
those men. It is not a cry for 
arms. It is not a cry for allied. 
It is addressed to Britain, and to 
America, and to France, and to all 
nations, with ships on the seas, 
who still love human liberty. And 
they say: “Take our women and 
children away! Take away our 
mothers with unborn children in 
their wombs, take away our little 
boys -and- our little girls! Land 
them somewhere, anywhere, that 
our breed may not die out, and the 
life that we have begotten may 
go on!

The bombardment which 
racked away women and children 
and youths and old men never 
touched this tree. Under it the 
kings of Spain took the oath to 
respect the democratic rights of 
Vizeaya and were ansjvered with 
the oath cf the Basques, pledging 
allegiance to the Senor, the Lord. 
but not the King of this province. 
For the Basques gave obedience to 
an equal, knowing that men must 
acknowledge leadership, but they 
gave subservience to no man. 

Were the spirit alive in that 
symbol still alive throughout the 
world, nations would not sit by 
meekly, but there would arise 
from all civilized countries, 
through their governments, a pro- 
test which even the Fascist dic- 
tatorships could not ignore. For, 
believe it or not, there are such 
things in the world as morality, as 
law, as conscience, which, once 
awake, are stronger than 2@]1 ideol- 


ogies.

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Federal Parole System Praised 
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By Assistant Attorney General 


Brien McMahon, Here, Says Prisons Could Not House 
‘ ~ Half of Convicts [f Parole Was Not - 
in Operation. — ere 


,* 


Federal prisons in the United 
States could not accommodate half 
of the government’s prisoners if 
it wasn’t for the parole system; ac- 
cording to Brien McMahon, assis- 
tant attorney general of the United 
States in charge of the criminal 
division, who was in Atlanta yes- 
terday. 

McMahon was en route to Mont- 
gomery, where he will deliver an 
address tonight before a confer- 
ence of governors and other of- 
ficials of southeastern states, call- 
ed by Governor Graves, of Ala- 
bama, to discuss the subject of 
paroles. 

He said approximately 16,000 
prisoners now are incarcerated in 
federal prisons, but he made no 
attempt to estimate the number 
under parole. 

: - Release Procedures. 

“During the past few years,” 
McMahon said, “tremendous inter- 
est has heen developed in the sub- 
ject of various types of release 
procedures. 

“There are many ways in which 
a prisoner may be relieved of part 
of his sentence. One of these is 
by parole and another is by par- 
don. When sentence is imposed 


it is frequently suspended and, aft-| 


er the sentence is suspended, the 
prisoner frequently is put on pro- 
bation. } 

“Parole .is, in my opinion, in- 
trinsically right. .I appreciate the 
fact that there are many people 
who feel parole is a serious evil 
and I believe this ‘is due to the 


‘fact, that, unfortunately, the ad- 


ministration of the parole is’ at 
fault and not the parole itself. 

“When a prisoner on parole 
commits a crime, it is news. It is 
not news when the majority of 
prisoners who have been paroled 
go back to their communities and 
lead law-abiding lives. 

Proud of Parole System. 

“We are proud, and I think 
justly so, of the operation of the 
federal parole system.. It has op- 
erated with a high degree of ef- 
ficiency. We must remember if it 
were not for the operation of our 
federal parole system, many ad- 
ditional federal prisons would have 
to be constructed at additional ex- 
pense to taxpayers. se 

“The problem in a nutshell is to 
place 
every. indication they. will ‘go 
straight’ in future and to keep in- 
carcerated those whose records in- 
dicate a permanent and definite 
anti-social bias.”

FINANCE QUIZ VOTED

Fee Boosted. 


Investigation of the financial 
status of .the municipal market 
was voted by council yesterday 
afternoon at its regular session 
after the business license of the 
market was raised from $300 an- 
nually to $1,000, the maximum al- 
lowed under the new law. 

Mayor Hartsfield was author- 
ized in a resolution by Alderman 
I. Gloer Hailey, mayor pro tem., 
to name a three-man committee to 
investigate the market’s finances.
